Probably Americans haven't nny right to 
criticize the Rev. Martin Niemoellcr and Toy- 
ohlko Kagawa for their altitudes toward their 
countries' part in the war. For they have 
only paraphrased the famous words of Ste- 
phen Decatur which, sis school children, wc 
were made to learn and exhorted U» admire: 
• "Our country! In her iiiLercourse with for- 
eign nations may she always bo right; hut 
our country, right or wrong." 
: Nlomoeller became a hero and a aymbol 
through hLt brave dcfenao of God's authority 
:, over Adolf Hitler's, a defense which led to 
a, long Imprisonment, aroused the first open 
defiance of Hitler's tyranny, and won the 
sympathy of the Christian world. 

But when he wa» released by tho allies, 
Nlemoeller, a famous U-boat commander In 
, the first World war, acknowledged that ho 
had offered his services to tho nazl govern- 
ment in 1S3Q. 
"If there Ib a war," he told tho Americans, 
- "a German does not ask questlona whether 
,-the war ia Just or unjust . . . but feels In- 
'■- atinctlvely that he ii bound to serve In some 
: way." 

Kagawa waa Japan's most famous native 
■ Chriatian layman. Ho had spent much of his 
: Ufe and much of hia never abundant atrength 

■ In a zeaJoua fight for social and rcllgloua re- 
:;lorm«. He aorved three prison terms for op- 
posing hla country's Imperialistic wara. But 

" In a recant press conference, he aounded as 
.. ^auTlnlatlc aa one of the Samurai. 

"I am for Japan," ho sold. "I do not like 
America to conquer Japan becaiiso this la 
. my country." 

;' He aaid that whUo ho dldnt like the Peart 
Harbor attack, he thought It would load to 

.. Independence In Asia. He chlded our reaction 
to Pearl Harbor by asking: "If President 

. Roosevelt had been a Christian, why did he 

■ also want to war against Japan?" 

He would not admit that the emperor could 
do wrong. He quoted Christian Scripture to 
, defend the Shinto myth of tho Mlkado'a 
divine origin: "Obey the authority who is 
• endowed with power from above. 

Nelmoeller and Kagawa are Inconsistent. 
■■But our own Decatur's famous atatement la 
;;acarcely a gem of logic. Theh: words are 
: aymptomatic of an ancient. Ingrained, unl- 
, versally revered emotion which, misled and 
: uncurbed, ia as much a threat to world safety 
T-M the atomic bomb, 

What Decatur's country or anybody's coun- 
- try does In the field or foreign relations la 
:. dictated by the decisions or mortal, fallible 
;;men, acting almost always in secret. 

And so, while we can't censure NiemoeJler 
and Kagawa, we can feel concern for the 
; thought that they represent. And wo can see 
.how long It will be before the noble and aen- 
■ aible notion that the persecution of people 
-In any country la tho concern of decent peo- 
: pie everywhere can take root and grow.
